Provides Many Persons With An 
Outlet For Creative Urge 

Handicrafts are indispensable to 
the national economy even of such 
industrialized nations as Canada and 
the United States, Allan Eaton, 
director of arts and social work for 
the Russell Sage Foundation of New 
York, ‘said in Toronto. 

Addressing the 15th annual meet- 
ing of the Canadian Handicrafts 
Guild (Ontario), Mr. Eaton said 
handicrafts also have social, educa- 
tional, therapeutic and_ esthetic 
values as well as providing many 
persons with an outlet for their cre- 
ative urge. 

Speaking particularly of crafts in 
rural areas, he told how in the 
United States country people were 
supplied with surplus raw cotton and 
taught to make their own mattresses. 
In the last two years more than 3,- 
700,000 have been made by persons 
who did not have the money to buy 
them in the regular way. 

The fact that so many residents 
of North America have come from 
Europe offers great possibilities in 
development of handicrafts. “If we 
can encourage them to retain the

Women of Britain not only are 
taking over men’s jobs successfully 
these days—they’re stepping into 
new jobs that neither men nor wo- 
men have ever done before and mak- 
ing a success of them, too, The 
mightiest explosive known to British 
‘pcientists is handled and’ processed 
by girls. They make the world’s big- 
gest bomb—the new 12,000 ‘Ib. “fac- 
tory buster’’, 

Their jobs demand high skill and 
accuracy. They work on vast, re- 
mote factory sites surrounded by 
“Danger Area” notices. Each oper- 
ative has a medical history chart. 
She is weighed at least once a week. 
Loss of weight indicates that. the 
worker has absorbed fumes of the 
porridge-like mixture with which the 
heaviest bombs are filled. Special 
lip-salve and anti-toxic make-up for 
the face are compulsory. They are 
applied’ in the factory ‘beauty 
parlor’ before starting the day or 
night shift. Ninety per cent. of the 
employees in all these explosives 
plants are women.

British women are buying up Vic- 

torian furniture and _bric-a-brac 

which before the war would only 

have been found hidden in attics, 

crowded in parlors of suburban villas 
or relegated to servants’ quarters. 


_Old-fashioned lockets, fobs, chains - 


and cameos, which a few years ago 
decorated the blouses of school 
teachers and maiden aunts, or rFre- 
posed on the ample stomachs of 
elderly clubmen, now cost fabulous 
sums and are worn by debutantes 
and brides of Mayfair. 

Victorianism is i vogue—thanks 
partly to the 100 per cent. luxury 
tax on jewelry and. non-essential 
goods and partly to sentimental re- 
action against drabness and severity.

Russians Have Brought New Coal

Under’ the new regulations.no mat- 
ter what the period of service, the 
pay and allowances of rank will 
continue for a full 12 months’ period. 

Mr. Mackenzie said this regulation 
was retroactive to May 1, 1943, or 
to the start of uninterrupted treat- 
ment, and that. treatment which be- 
gan within 30 days of military dis- 
charge for a condition incurred dur- 
ing service was considered as being 
“uninterrupted treatment”. If the

A change also was made in what 
was known as “class 1” treatment.

Among Enemy 
War Prisoners 


LONDON. — Armed women, some 
French, some German, are a thorn in 
the side of the Allied soldiers fight- 
ing in Normandy. t 

Gen. Montgomery himself warned 
the troops of the menace of these 
women snipers, and already two 
sharp-shooting pro-Axis women are 
among the enemy prisoners of war 
who have arrived in England. 

One of these is a gentle-mannered 
French widow who was said to have 
fought by the side of the Germans 
until five bullets silenced her gun. 
She sat at the bedroom window of 
her home in a small French village, | 
sniping at British naval parties who 
had occupied the town. 

Canadian assault troops attacked 
the house and found it barricaded. 
Eventualy, with some ,casualties, 
they took the strong point and found | 
the woman wounded at the foot of | 
the staircase.’ 

It. was learned from other vil-| 
lagers that the woman, now in a 
British coast town hospital, was a 
leading quisling and hostess to Ger- | 
man troops stationed in the village | 
for many months. Her gun and am- 
munition were German. 

A girl sniper, identified as Myra, 
was captured by American troops in 
one coastal sector, but not before} 
she had wounded several of their 
comrades. Myra’s technique was to 
smile at the Allied soldiers and when 
they approached her to shoot them 
at close quarters, Allied officers said. 

On the other side of the picture 
are countless French women who are 
using guns against the Nazi over- 
lords. 

One pretty French girl, an under- 
ground worker, led Allied troops 
along a secret path through marsh-~ 
land flooded by the Germans. The} 
girl was later wounded and brought 
to England for treatment.
